SCENTED DIAMONDS —There is now, says 


the French paper, Le Sport, a good deal of 
talk in London, and alao a little in France, 
among the fashionaole classes, the richest 
jewellers and laptdaues, and here is tire sub 
ject of it. They have discovered quite re- 
cently, in the kingdom of Ava, a new dia- 
mond. These diamonds have, it is satd, all 
the qualities of the others—the game trans 
paroncv, consistency and brilliancy. But 
they p'resent, besides, the peculiaiity of 
scenting the atmosphere, under the mflu 
ence of a certain degree of heat, in a ball 
room, for instance. 
These singular dia 


monds come from the portion of A\a wa 
tered by the Irawady, and where the ffoil 
presents strata loaded with iron and coal. 
The fragrance emitted by them resembles 
that of amber, a little that of frankincense, 
aud of a forest species very common in the 
tropical legions and known by the name of 
India wood. 


lit is believed in the conntiy which pro 


duces them, that theae scented diamonds 
possess a tahstnamc power, and that the 
person whom they adorn exerts a kind of 
fascinating power over those who aie about. 
The action of such an extraordinary infliir 
ence is very much lite a moral hypnotic, an 
intoxication of the affeehons and the feel 
ings of the heart. But there may be in 
that report a good deal of that cjcaggera 
tion so common with eastern people, for at 
all tinies the mere sight of 'diamonds has 
dazzled, fascinated,, as it were, not only the 
eyes but the hearts of most' people, partic- 
ularly young young women. However, if 
what' is said 'of 'these scented diamonds is 
really true/those who are wealthy ':ehongh' 
to buy them'.will be able to control, in a 
fearful manner, the feelings of their friends.' 


I With two such stones shining at heir eiirs, 
there is no heiress, ugly !as she may be, who 
'cannot inspire any man she chooses, with 
the deepest'16vej';arid' "oblige him, nolens 
vblens, to pop the question. ' Henceforth,' 
the other diamonds, so much'admired; so 
precious, so much coveted, will be-despised' 
a^'.g]ass:beads, or as a penny'; and no.queeu 
of beauty, preparing for a ball, will' deem 
her dress complete without .a' few' scented; 
diamonds, to put entirely under her ''power' 
those whom her natural charms and her 
a'rtistic toilet .would have Half conquered.'' . 


• ELIZABETH AND .HER: .COUNSELORS—The 
commissioners thus described at Greenwich 
stairs, and.were at once ushered, into the 
place, and residence'which had been much 
enlarged aud decorated by Henry VIII.

As she passed through the ante-chamber 


to the presence hall,;sapplicants,presented 
petitions upon their,knees. Wherever she 
glanced, all prostrated themselves on the 
ground. The cry of "long live Queen Eliz- 
abeth " was spontaneous and perpetual; the 
reply, " I thank yon, my good people,": .was 
constant and cordial. 
; She spoke to various 


foreigners in their respective languages,.be- 
ing mistress, besides the .Latin.and Greuk, 
of French, Spanish,IItalian> and German:. 
As the commissioners iwere presented, to; 
her by Lord Backhurst, it was observed 
that she was' perpetually :glovingi'and .1111- 
gloving, as if to -attract attention to her 
hand, which was esteemed a; wonder of 
beauty. She spoke French witbpurity and 
elegance, but with ardrawling; somewhat 
affected accent, saying :" Paar. man .foi; 
paar le Eieeu vivaant," and so forth, in a 
style that was^ridicnlednby. Parisians,, as .she 
sometimes to net extreme annoyance, dis- 
covered.—Motley's .'History of the: Uniied 
Netherlands.

tion 6f 1832, said : " The laws of the United 
States .most.be executed.' I have no dis- 
cretionary power on the subject—my duty 
is emphatically pronounced in the consti- 
tution. Those who told you that you might 
peaceably prevent their execution, deceived 
yon-r-they .conld not have deceived them- 
selves. .They know that a forcible opposi- 
tion';cpnld alone prevent the execution of 
the'laws, and they know that such opposi- 
tion most be repelled. 
Their object is dis- 


union; disunion by force, is TREASON. 
Are 


you ready to iacur its guilt ? If you are, 
on the head of the instigators of the act be 
the dreadful consequences—on their heads 
be the "dishonor, but on yours may fall the 
punishment." 


Such was the language of Jackson when 


South, Carolina attempted to dissolve the 
Union in 1832. 
The argument and the 


conclusion is just as applicable to day as at 
.that time. 


It will be particularly noted that Gen. 


Jackson did not offer the rebels conditions 
—he did.not propose to change the consti- 
tution and the laws to propitiate them—he 
required their obedience without terms—he 
was not afraid to denounce them as guilty 
of treason and to tell them that they would 
be punisKed for their guilt, if they did not 
cease their rebellion. ; 


The old hero was not afraid to usa coer- 


cion, and to tell them that he meant to re. 
pel their'opposition by force. It is reserv- 
ed for the, professed followers of Jackson, 
in these days, to denounce those who would 
uphold the Union and protect the property 
of the nation. It takes a modern democrat 
to palliate, excuse and defend the secession- 
ists of our time. How can, they revert to 
the most glorious era of their party, with- 
out causing their cheeks to mantle with 
statue, at their own degeneracy ? 
- 


In looking over this famous proclamation 


we do not find the friends .of the. constitu- 
tion and.the union charged with being dis- 
nnionist because they failed to offer com- 
promises. tO:induc» the rebels to obey the 
laws. . It was not said by Jackson to his 
friends, if you do not re-model the tariff to 
suit these rebels, you are also in favor of 
dissolving the union. He says that " con- 
gress could not, without involving itself in 
disgrace and the country in ruin, accede to 
the proposition : and yet," says he, " if this 
is not done in a given day, or if any attempt 
is made to execute the laws, the state is, by 
the ordinance, declared to be out of the un- 
ion.1.' 
:-. 


We would like to know if Gen. Jackson 


was guilty of being in favor of dissolving 
the union, because he negleo ted to offer 
compromises, while he insisted upon coer 
cion ? If he was not, how can those who 
will not compromise with traitors at this 
day be fairly charged with that offence ? 
The alternative presented at that time, was 
precisely what it is now—come to our terms 
or we will withdraw from the union. It 
was met then by Gen. Jackson, as it should 
be met now—" dissolve the uniou at your 
peril: if you do, upon your heads be the 
punishment and the dishonor."

SLEEPING CAKS.—The New York and 


Erie railroad company have recently placed 
upon their road the most comfortable and 
perfect sleeping car, probably, in the world. 
The entire length of, the car, including the 
platform, is 75 feet, it is 11 feet wide and 8 
feet high. It has seats for sixty passengers 
•which can be readily changed into double 
or single berths to accommodate fifty fire 
sleepers. 
The wood • work of the seats is 


St. Domingo mahogany; the back and cush- 
ions of the seats are covered with royal 
purple plush, and the berths are inclosed 
with satin damask curtains falling to the 
floor. The aisle between the seats is cov- 
ered with Brussels carpet, and the lamps, 
upholstery, &c., are in keeping with the 
general fitting up of the car. 
" At each end of the car are wash-rooms, 
supplied with marble basins, and every nec- 
essary convenience for the toilet. Near 
these rooms heaters are placed, which, by a 
patented arrangement, throw the heat equal- 
ly over the cat, and through a window in"o 
the wash-room, keeping the water from free- 
zing in the coldest weather. 


The ventilating apparatus is of the most 


perfect character. 
A body of water under 


the car is forced up on either side into a 
recess incased with glass, where it breaks 
like the spray of a fountain, falling back 
into the reservoir. The air entering the 
car from the top passes through this water, 
being cooled and purified from all dust, 
^finds the entrance through ventilators along 
the aisle between the seats, creating a cur- 
rent from the centre outwards, through 
apertures in the windows made for that pur- 
pose, which prevents the entrance of dust, 
cinders, or smoke, and drives out all impu- 
rities of the vitiated atmosphere. They 
ihonld be tried to be appreciated.—New 
York' Tribune.
